Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1951. 

The  statistics  available  are  an  indication  of  the  health  and  well  being  of 
the  people  in  the  district  and  this  appears  to  be  satisfactory.  Your  Medical 
Officer  has  little  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  non-notifiable  illness  present  in 
the  district  throughout  the  year  as  this  figure  is  not  available.  The 
Morbidity  rate  for  non-notifiable  disease  would  present  a clearer  conception  of 
the  state  of  health  of  the  people  as  a whole  and  provide  a basis  where  preven- 
tion would  step  in  and  help  to  reduce  the  huge  sums  of  money  spent  each  year  on 
treatment  of  disease. 

The  post-war  housing  progress,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  has  been  well 
maintained  by  the  Council  and  although  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  176,  I feel  that  a start  should  be  made  with  slum 
clearance  and  individual  unfit  houses  - difficulties  will  have  to  be  overcome 
with  regard  to  the  difference  in  rent,  especially  in  relation  to  older  tenants. 

A housing  survey  should  be  commenced  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the  Council 
will  have  some  idea  of  their  commitments  in  this  respect. 

In  1940,26  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  with  one  death,  two  cases  in 
1945  and  one  case  in  1946.  This  has  been  reflected  throughout  England, whereas 
in  1944  23,199  corrected  notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received  with  934 
deaths,  in  1951,669  cases  were  notified  with  34  deaths.  The  results  have  been 
solely  due  to  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  not  due  to  elimination  of 
diphtheria  in  the  community  and  it  is  essential  that  a high  level  of  immunisation, 
at  least  up  to  75  per  cent, among  infants  is  maintained, 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  keenness  and  support  and  also  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  and  Sanitary  Inspector.

SECTION  B,  General  Provision  of  Health  Services, 

(a)  Laboratory  facilities  - one  bacteriological  examination  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Kettering  General  Hospital, 

(b)  The  County  Council  became  responsible  for  ambulance  services  from  5th 
July  1948.  The  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade  carry  out  the  service  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Council  for  non- infectious  cases. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  home  - from  5th  July  1948  the  County  Council  became 
responsible  for  Home  Nursing  Service,  details  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
1951  were  not  made  available  to  the  Local  Authority. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  - a County  Council  Welfare  Clinic  is  held 
twice  monthly,  A medical  officer  attends  one  session  each  month. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply  - The  water  supply  of  the  urban  district  was  taken  over  by  the  Mid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Board  in  1950.  I have  received  the  following  information 
from  them:- 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  129 
samples  were  examined  during  the  year  ended  31st  December  1951,  and  all  were 
satisfactory.  The  samples  were  generally  taken  at  the  Weekley  Well,  from  the 
Cranford  supply  or  in  Burton  Latimer,  There  were  no  chemical  analyses  made. 

The  i^rater  is  not  plumbo  solvent.  As  all  results  were  satisfactory  there  was  no 
action  to  be  taken  for  contaminated  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  - The  town  sewerage  system  was  connected  to  the  Kettering 
Corporation  Sewage  Works  in  1948. 

Approximately  450  yards  of  foul  sewers  and  800  yards  of  storm  sewers  have 
been  laid  during  the  year  in  connection  with  new  housing  sites. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  sewer  with  the 
exception  of  a few  isolated  farm  houses,  a row  of  eight  cottages  on  the  Cranford 
Road  and  six  houses  on  Kettering  Road, 

The  new  Kettering  Corporation  sewer  has  been  lowered  to  take  the  six  Kettering 
Road  houses  when  funds  permit. 

The  Council  has  arranged  with  contractors  to  collect  the  night  soil  weekly 
from  the  Cranford  Road  cottages. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  are  baited  and  poison  baits  laid  twice  yearly  with 
satisfactory  results  in  keeping  down  the  rat  population. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods  - All  livestock  is  now  killed  at  the  Kettering  abattoir.  A 
few  pigs  are  killed  on  the  owners’  premises. 

The  following  food  was  condemned  during  the  year;- 

86  lbs.  meat,  353  lbs,  tinned  meat,  229  lbs,  tinned  fruit, 
vegetables,  pickle,  etc,,  28  lbs,  tinned  fish,  28  lbs.  tinned  milk, 

33  lbs,  butter,  85  lbs.  cocoanut  ice  and  2g-  lbs,  cheese,

There  is  one  small  shop  serving  meals  to  lorry  drivers,  etc. 

There  are  four  fried  fish  shops,  four  butchers'  shops  and  six  bakehouses 
which  are  regularly  inspected. 

Eleven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  No 
ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district. 

The  Council  made  byelaws  for  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  which  came  into  operation  in  1950.  Warn- 
ings had  to  be  given  in  two  cases  under  these  byelaws,  but  no  legal  action  was 
necessary. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area  - Routine  and  other  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year.  It  was  not  necessary  to  issue  any  formal  notices. 

All  nuisances  detected  were  satisfactorily  abated  without  legal  proceedings 
having  to  be  taken. 

Housing  - No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported, 

28  three-bedroom  houses  and  12  Gregory  flats  were  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  16  more  Gregory  flats  v;ere  in  the  course  of  construction, 

14  new  houses  were  constructed  and  one  building  converted  to  a flat  by 
private  enterprise  during  the  year.

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  register  at  31st  December  1951  was  176. 

Factories  and  Workshops  - There  are  15  factories  in  the  district.  Routine 
inspections  were  made  and  no  defects  were  found.  There  were  77  outworkers  in 
the  district. 

Refuse  Collection  - A new  10  cu,  yd.  Karrier  C.K.3.  Refuse  Collector  was  purchased 
during  the  year  in  place  of  the  old  7 cu.  yd.  one. 

A new  refuse  tip  was  started  on  the  Cranford  Road,  Refuse  is  collected 
weekly  from  every  house. 
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Caravans  - There  are  17  caravans  in  the  district.  Two  sites  have  been  laid  out 
by  a local  builder  with  each  caravan  provided  with  flushed  W.C,  discharging  to 
cesspool,  piped  water  supply,  concrete  paths,  etc,,  and  these  are  proving  very 
satisfactory, 

SECTION  D,  Infectious  Diseases, 

During  the  year,  147  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  91  of 
these  cases  were  due  to  measles,  which  occurred  mainly  during  the  midsummer 
months.  Scarlet  fever,  which  was  mild  in  nature,  was  present  throughout  eight 
months  of  the  year.  The  scarlet  fever  germs  are  spread  mainly  by  carriers,  and, 
in  the  absence  of  any  epidemic,  it  is  Yevy  difficult  to  control  the  incidence  of 
the  disease. 

The  incidence  of  pneumonia  fell  mainly  on  people  over  45  years  of  age.  It 
is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  deaths  were  notified  during  the  year  from  pneumonia; 
this,  no  doubt,  was  due  to  the  new  anti-biotic  drugs  which  generally  have  dramatic 
effects  on  the  course  and  progression  of  the  disease. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925.  These  empower 
the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk 
trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  1951. 

Public  Health  Act  1925,  Section  62,  and  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  172. 
No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby  an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily  removed  to  hospital. 

There  were  four  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  cases  came  to 
reside  in  Burton  Latimer  during  the  year  and  another  case  was  reported  by  the 
Military  Authority. 

The  number  of  cases  in  the  register  at  the  end  of  1951  was  26,  of  which  21 
were  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis.
